East To Knit, Warm To Wear 


WITH TROOPS overseas facing a winter in 
the trenches, warm socks will be needed as they 


were in the Great War. 


Then, however, somé of the socks so indus- 
triously knitted were made with legs to fit a’ 
giant and feet to fit a baby! 

But this pattern will be found a good’ one 
for all knitters whether beginners or experts. 


Materials: 50z of S-ply mixture 
wool; 4 No..13 needles, pointed both 
ends. 

The directions are for 10 and It 
inch foot measurements. 

Tension: About 0° stliches to 1 
Inch. 

Cast on 94 stitches, 28 stitches on 
ench of the three needles. 

Work in a rib of 1 plain, i purl 
for 4% inches. 

Then work 7 more inches in 
stocking-stltch (plain knitting), 
making a total length of 11% 
Inches to top of heel. 

To commence heel, knit the first 
20 stitches of round, slip the last 
22 stitches of this round on to the 
end of this same necdle.

VISORS TO 
SAVEEYES 


In 1917, somewhere in 
France, @ young man in the 
R.A.M.C. sat down:-in a 
trench and considered the 
fact that more than. 30,000 
men were being blinded in 
the war. 

He was Cuptain R. R. Cruise, an 
ophthalmic surgeon, and the. result 
of his meditations was a chain visor 
for attaching to the rim of the. steel 
helmet. It was Jin. deep, and could 
be drawn lke a vell across the cyes. 

The visor was ndopted in the last 
yeor of the war, and in the words of 
a correspondent of the time, “it pre- 
vented o very high proportion of 
blindness in that last year." 

The inventor claimed that if it 
had been invented cartier, and 
used right through the war, It 
would have saved GS per cent. 
of the casce of blindness. 

To-day, the young medical officer 
of 1937 Is Sir Richard Cruise, eye 
specialist to Queen Mary, and in co- 
operation with the War Office he ts 
now perfecting the visors. ‘ 

IMPROVES SHORT-8SIGHT

The time that has elapsed 
since the conclusion of the 
Soviet-Nazi pact is still 
comparatively brief and the 
full significance of that 
event. is still not fully real- 
ised. 

The lorge numbers of people both 
in Great Britaln and elsewhere fn 
Europe who persisted In believing 
that Nazism represented ithe Right 
in politics anct was upon the whole n 
Conservative force have only reluc- 
tantly and perhaps not completely 
ridded themselves of that dangerous 
Wusion, There are some of them 
indeed who still cling to it and whe 
talk hopefully of the | clash that Is 
Mikely to occur between the Nazi and 
the Communist Ideals in the near 


future, 
NO CLASH 


There will be no auch clash 
becnune there It no greater 
divergence hetween thone ideals 
than existed between the Ideals 
of Imperial Runsia and those of 
Republican France In 1914, Ine 
deed much divergence, far from 
being greater, is considerably 
leas. Stalin and Hitter are closer 
to one another to-day than 
Nicholas 11 and Clemenceau 
ever were. 

A elash may come between Ger- 
many and Russia but it will not be 
the result of the ideals appertalning 
to elther of those countries, because 
ideals in fact play very little part In 
the policy of cither. If they quarrel 
{t will be over material interests, not 
over ideals. 

Meanwhile the agents of both are 
busy in other countries and for the 
first time they are working together, 
In England the Fasclst Slr Oswald 
Mosley and the Communist Mr, 
Hurry Pollit are to one. That ts the 
first thing that we have got to under- 
stnnd, to get into our own minds 
and to impress upon the minds of 
others if we wish to understand the 
present political situation. 

Thts alllance of ‘those who 
have hithorto been mortal 
aneamies Is directed to one ond 
—namely the defeat of Franoc 
and Great Britain, That Is the 
sevond fact to understand, Both 
partles, the Communist and the 
Nazl, in England are tnsignificant 
in elze and influence, but they 
are well disciplined and obsy 
orders. One of them relles upon 
foralgn subsidies for Its oxisten- 
ce arid faithfully carries out the 
orders of its paymasters.

Neither party would be so crude 1s 
to admit what is their;true objective, 
but they possess for the moment a 
very simple and successful means of 
concehling it. They do not demand 
surrender but they advocate pence. 


MOMENT 
% PROPITIOUS 


The moment Js propitious for 
many reanons. In the first place the 
people of Great Britain have hitherto 
experleneed all the worrles and 
weariness of war without any of the 
torment and tragedy. They ore 
bored but they are not angry. They 
have learnt to dislike but not to 
hate. 

In the second place while they 
were grimly determined to face the 
bombs they were less well prepared 
tu face the budget.

The British news ts solng to the 
twenty-four censorable countries at 
the same speed as in peace time. All 
the work Is done during the time- 
lag between collection and sorting.

Permits are issued to publishing, 
printing, and newsagency firms, who 
must ensure that all matter dealt 
with by them is packed, wrappered, 
and sent in closed bays to the Postal 
Censor in the exact form in which It 
leaves the printing machines, This is 
done under the supervislun of em- 
ployees the firms trust ond guaran- 
tee, and the watch-doys are there 
to see that none of these parcels has 
been tampered with. :

The young “City clerk” who toole 
a room there discavered the four 
Trishmen in un Upper Hat—myster}~ 
ous men who professed to be lool- 
ing for jobs in London.

And Future 


Prospects 


In the first few weeks of 
the war striking events have 
taken place in. four spheres 
of action: there have becn 
the German conquest of Po- 
land; the intervention of 
Russia; successes: for both 
sides on the economic front; 
the German offer of terms 
and its rejection. Already 
at this stage we can draw 
some deductions. ; 


The Polish campaign proves above 
ull else the tremendous effect of alr- 
power. By itself control of the air 
cannot decide a war, but it can 
enoble an urmy to win a swift de- 
clsion, Once the Poles ‘had been 
driven from the afr thelr cause was 
doomed. Their lines of conmmuni- 
cation were broken up; their bases 
were exposed to destruction; the ene- 
my could learn thelr every  mave- 
ment, while they knew nothing of 
his. They were like a blind oman 
fighting a man with eyes, The les- 
sons of the wars in Spainiand in 
China have been confirmed and 
driven home, Here we have some- 
thing new in the world, which must 
hove a profound influence on the 
course of history. — 


To the smaller nations this situa 
thon carmot fall te cause deep ane 
A great neighbour can con- 
centrate in-an hour an overwhelming 
force in the alr. Useless to send up 
planes of their own, when crch mie 
chine may have to fight against five 
oer ten. Geopgraphieal defences ure 
useless; mountains, rivers, inundas 
tions disappear. Grett fortresses 
lose their value. The patriotism of a 
people, the bravery of its soldiers, 
are futile. Armies can come after 
and gather in when they will the 
fruits of nir-eontrel. Ho may be that, 
owing to the emergence of alr-power, 
the small natlons may find them- 
selves at as hopeless a disadvantage 
in face af the great ones as were the 
brekkward peoples of Asia and Africa 
when confronted by the muskets, 
and then the machine-guns, of Euro- 
peans. 


Unless anti-aircraft defences ‘cun 
be, made so effective as to defeat 
this danger, the position of the smat- 
ler nations, offen precarious in the 
modern world, hus been made far 
more perilous than ever before. Can 


they trust the Great Powers to ab- * 


stain from aggression? The de- 
mocracies certninly. There jis no 
possibility that France would attack 


j Belgium In order tu obtain the Congo, 


or Switzerland in order to: incorpor~ 
ute the French-speaking cantons. 
Ner.can we Imagine Britain making 
War on Holland to’ secure the Dutch 
Indies; nor either of them coming to 
blows with Rumania to extort 1 
monopoly of her oil, or with Scan- 
dinuviu for the sake of this or that. 
But obviously the same cannot be 
sald of any of. the Totalitarian Po-

nelghbours, ° 


Must the smaller nitions live then 
in the constant shadow of a haruss- 
ing anxiety? . What recourse have. 
they? There Is none—except to form 
defensive federations or alliances 
among themselves, and to join some 
wider International ‘organizatlon, at 
new Lengue, with stronger powers 
and greater resources, Ax for Great 
Britain, the lesson can only be that 
her alrepower must be raised ty un 
nltogether unprecedented Ievel, She 
entered the lust war with a few score 
nireplanes; she ended it with thou- 
sands.

A third of Po- 
land has apparently been absorbed 
to add to the resources of a neigh 
hour who was the enemy of Germany 
yesterday and may be oan enemy 
agahy teemorrow, The Daltie has 
become strategically a Russian sen, 
Whatever muy be alleged by Herr 
Hitler as to the oppression of the 
Germans tn Poland, jt is) ‘nothing 
compared - with his own oppression 
of the German population of the 
Baltic States. Piunted there for 
centuries he has tern them al up by 
the roots. 


These are some of the results of 
the over-Ingenious Nazi diplomacy. 
There is a French peasant saying — 
“a farce d'etre fin on devient bete. 
The too-clever Ribbentrop niethods 
prove in the end to be stupid. They 
bring short-range successes and long- 
range failures. This {s the first war 
in history in which one of the com- 
batants has been defeated at the 
very outset by his own ally.

As to the first no one can foresee 
how far it will be implemented. The 
deficiencies of Germany are enore 
mous; to what extent Russia can or 
will supply them is problematical. 
If the submarine campaign xgainst 
British merchant shipping continues 
unsuccessful, British imports are. ase 
sured; while the command of the 
ocean by the British and French 
navies will halve the normal im- 


portation of Germany. The exe 
pected action of the United Stntes, 
no longer depriving the Allles of 
their advantage in seapower, will 
help to maintain thelr supply of 
munitions, Developments fn Canudin 
and in the other Dominions will 
greatly swell the Allied resources. 
Should the belligerents prove to be 
evenly matched militurily, these fac- 
tors will be decisive. While British 
resources Jn food-stuffs and raw 
materials are immensely greater than 
in 1914, Germany begins this war in 
little better case than she ended the 
Jast one. Neutral reports tell us of 
the “black depression” that already’ 
pervades: her people.

He left school in 
1930 and Joined the Kowloon Wharf 
and Godown Company, later joining 
the Union Insurance Suciety of Can- 
tan, with whom he has been since 
1932. 

When he Joined, bis silary was 
$50 a month; now he was earning 
$90. He contributed $4.50 monthly 
to his Provident Fund and had no 
allowances. 

As a member of the Police “Re- 
serves, he: received payment when on 
duty which came, roughly, to $20 
monthly. Last month he received $15. 
All his creditors were money lenders 
and none had sued him. 


NO RECORD OF INTEREST 


In January, 1937, he borrowed

because his wife was [ll and his first 
child had recently been born. He 
married in 1936, He had no record of 
the Interest he had paid on this loan. 
In June, 1937, he borrowed $100 
from another money-lender. He 
signed for dotible the. amount. The 
rate of interest was 10 per cent for 
the first 10.months and It was then 
reduced to 5 per cent a month, 

Shortly afterwards, he. borrowed 
another $100. He did so because he 
could not keep up with the payment 
of Interest on the other loans, and: 
because of sickness in his famtly. 


FIRM NOW AWARE 

In 1938, he borrowed $50 from 
Basant Singh and signed for, $100, 
at the rate of 5 per ceni. Inierest 9 
month. His ereditor sued him, but 
withdrew the summons when peti- 
tloner told him that he might lose his 
job if the office knew. 

His firm now knew’ of his en- 
tanglements with money lendérs. 

In April, 1938, he borrowed from 
four other moncy lenders all with 
the object of paying the interest on 
Previous loons, -
